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WINNIPEG NEEDS 


| ALBERTA COAL 


Lack of Instruction as to Han- 
dling and Burning Are Cause 
of Prejudice 


“What our people need is educa- 
tion in how Alberta coal should be 
burned, There should be instructions 
and full explanations given by the 
government and others interested. 
Then I think the present difficulties | 
would disappear,” said W. A. Windatt, 
of Winnipeg, manager of the Home 
Investment and Savings association, 
who is also identified with the coal 
business in taat city, to The Bulletin 
Friday night. 

Mr. Windatt intimated that it was 
largely lack of this undertsanding and 
a fear that Alberta coal could not be 
used as a domestic coal, aleo that it 
| was liable to generate a dangerous 
explosive gas, that had prejudiced the 
Winnipeg and Manitoba people 
jagainst the Western article. The 
matter of price, too, was an influential 
factor. 

“We get Pennsylvania anthracite 
coal at Buffalo at the price which the 
United States fuel controlier_ fixes, 
which is satisfactory to the Buffalo 
people,” he said. “The cost of lake 
transportation to Fort William ie 40 
cents a ton, with a charge of 76 cents 
a ton for handling. From the head of 
the lakes to Winnipeg the freight rate 
is $2.76 a ton. 

“Contrast this with the rate of 
‘$4.15 or more charged for Alberta 
coal, and can you wonder why Win- 
nipeg people prefer the Pennsylvania 
anthracite, which they are used to, 
which their stoves and furnaces are 
fixed to burn, and which they think ts 
the best coal in the world? 

“Of course, if the present United 
States embargo is made permanent 
they will have to take Alberta coal. 
In fact, I understand a number of or- 
ders have already been sent in. But 
}it is the question of price and un- 
| familiarity that conafitute the great 
| objection. 
| “Some of our people would rather 
use the American steam coal, such as 
the Pocahontas from Virginia, which 
Pays a 7Th-cent duty, and then is 


brought to Winnipeg as cheaply as 
the lignite, to the Alberta coal.”

How Returned Soldiers Are Be- 
ing Refitted for Life at Cal- 


gary College 


A visit to the Institute of Tech- 
nology and Arm at the present time 
will prove of great interest to those 
who are vitally concerned in the prob- 
lem of the civil re-establishment of 
the returned soldiers. Here one may 
find 150 returned men in attendance, 
showing great interest in their chosen 
vocations. Almost every trade and 
walk of life is represented. In one 
department may be found the motor 
mechanic; in another the gas engin- 
eer; in another, the electrical opera- 
tor, The Bas to the Land move- 
ment fa alao sprenenres by the farm 
mechanic, the steam engineer and the 
skilled woodworker. The urban in- 
dustries are represented by the tele- 
srapher, the food inepeotor, and the 
draftsman, At the present time men 
are being trained in fifteen different 
courses, and this number will be 
much inoreased before the end of the 
year. 

A course of training extends for a 
period of from six to twelve montha, 
and fe supervised by instructors who 
are carefully chosen and who are in 
close touch with the business require- 
ments of their department. The aim 
is to make the men not only efficient 
for the present, but also capable of 
holdi their positions permanently, 
Many have already graduated and ere 
holding down excellent positions, no 
only in the oities, but in the ru 
districts, Already many firme have 
put in second and third requesta for 

echanics and clerks trained at the 
nstitute. The men, indeed, are to be 
congratulated on the zeal with which 
they pursue their studies, 

Sometimes in these preparatory 
courses sofdiers arc met who deserve 
more than passing notice. Among 
these is Private E, J. Scammell, who 
enlisted in the carly days of the wer. 
While resting in his dugout immedi- 
ately behind the front line trenches 
he was buried by a high explosive 
shell. When the tone of dobris were 
removed by his companions, both 
arms were shattered. The: left arm 
was beyond repeir and was amputated 
at the shoulder. ‘The right wes so 
badly injured that the small bone in 
the forearm hid to be removed, the 
hand and fingers being kept in place 
by an aluminum geplint. ‘Thies per- 
mits the use of the thumb and first 
two fingers for the purpose of writ- 
ing or drafting. These physical dif- 
ficulties to most men would eeem in- 
surmountable. Nevertheless, Private 
Scammell determined to take a course 
of re-training und chose the vocation 
of drafting for his life’s work, Every 
effort was made by hie instructors to 
introduce @ cheerful and hopeful spirit 
into hie surroundings. Private Scam- 
moll responded nobly to their efforts 
and his progrsss was beyond ell expec- 
tations, In six months he covered a 
very intensive course of training in 
practical algebra, geometry, trigon- 
ometry, and elementary surveying. 
The standard of chcse é6tudies corres- 
ponds with that of the first year in 
the university. Naturally at first his 
work was somewhat crude but as the 
months went by his workmanship be- 
came very much improved and his 
drawings have caused most favorable 
comment from all who have exam- 


ined them.

Ninety Boys of This Age Have Already Sent in Their 
Names According to Recent Report from Registrar 
—Very Few Have Yet Said They Will Seek Ex- 


emption 


A clear idea of the recent prociam- 
ation published eeems not to have 
permeated into the minds of nineteen 
year old youth end for the benefit of 
those who do not quite understand 
the procedure these boye must take to 
register, clear and complete instruc- 
tions have been obtained from the 
registrar's office at Calgary. 

So far about ninety boys of this 
age have registered The majority 
seem to be willing to serve if neces- 
sary. Very few have given notice 
that they intend to apply for exemp- 
tion. However, it seeeme that the ma- 
jority of the nineteen year old boys 
are desirous of enlisting before they 
can be conscripted and many have 
gone into the Rcyal Air Force Service. 
Since the order has been given that 
category B2 men who are exempt 
from the Service Act may be taken 
as Royal Air Force mechanioca, a great 
many youths of nineteen have made 
applications and been accepted. 

‘Those lrigeryt by the prosilamatton 
of May 4, 1914, are all male British 
subjects who were born on or after 
the 18th of October, 1897, and who 
have attained the age of 19 on or be- 
fore the 4th of May 1918, must regis- 
ter on or before the let day of June,

The gas company apparently 
do not think the privilege of sell- 
ing gas in Edmonton 1s worth 
keeping at the cost of $100 per 
day. They have allowed the 
franchise to lapse rather than put 
up the money. 

Which may be ‘taken as the 
company’s way of admitting that 
they have not secured, and do not 
expect to secure, enough gas in 
the Viking field to supply the 
city. If the company had the gas, 
or expected to get it, the penalty 
due from them of $100.00 per day 
for six months would be a com- 
paratively small item in the total 
investment necessary to deliver 
the gas to Edmonton consumers. 

As the city is not getting gas 
from the company, the problem 
now is whether it can get the pen- 
alty; on which subject the only 
clear fact seems to be that the 
company won’t pay up. unless 
they have to 

The somewhat disconcerting 
discovery is now made that the 
agreement with the company does 
not bring back to the city the oil 
rights of the property in conse- 


quence of the lapse of the com- | 


pany’s gas franchise. That dis- 
covery, if correct, .is not very flat- 
tering to the legal talent which 
represented the city in drawing 
up the agreement with the com- 
pany, and not very assuring as 
to whether the other clauses in 
the agreement mean what the 
public thought and intended them 
to mean, 

Whatever may be the position 
of the city, it is better to know 
the best or the worst without de- 
lay. Action by the city council is 
in order to save what can be saved 


from the collapse of this project, | 


and to find out precisely what 


powers and privileges, if any, the | 


company have sueceeded in 

wheedling out of the city. 

Conscription and Starvation. 
Canada’s food controller  de- 


clares that the war, thus far, has 
killed nine million people; and 
that of these more than one-half 
have perished frem an insufficien- 
ey of food, 

If his object were to prove that 
Canada could help the Allies more 
by leaving its man-power on the 


farms than by sweeping it off the | 


farms into the trenches, the food 
controllercouldhavefound no fact 
to drive that truth home more 
completely, When hunger is kill- 
ing as many people as are killed 
in battle, the duty is surely plain 
that Canada and every other 
country of fast productive capac- 
ity should withdraw men from its 
farms only in extreme necessity, 

If the food controller is correct 
in his figures, it ean be nothing 
short of a crime against humanity, 
and a menace to the cause of free- 
dom, to unnecessarily taks men 
off the farms in Canada and put 
them in the fighting line or any- 
where else. For to do so, he says, 
means to doom people to starva- 
tion, The fighting line could be 
held even if Canada never sent 
another man to France. The world 
cannot be fed unless the farms in 
Canada are worked to a capacity 
they have never yet attained, No 
possible contingent that Canada 
could send to the fighting front 
could decide the issue where so 
many millions are engaged; but 
every farm that lies idle in Can- 
ada means that people are doomed 
to starvation if the food control- 
ler speaks the truth. 

If Canada’s food 
knows whereof he speaks justifi- 
cation does not have to be sought 
far the proposal that we should

Food production is the great 
reason for the prairie west.’ Last 
season’s wheat production was 
over 200,000,000 bushels, with 
nearly 300,000,000 bushels of oats, 
barley and other grains. Ow- 
ing to fertile soil, cheap land, and 
the most improved mechanical ap- 
pliances, a given amount of man- 
power will produce more wheat 
and other cereals in the Canadian 
prairie west than anywhere else in 
the world. The larger part of the 
population is engaged in farm 
work; therefore there is a greater 
proportion of the total crop for 
export from the prairie west than 
from any other country in the 
world. The ports of Canada are 
nearer to the United Kingdom 
than those of any other country 
of grain export; therefore less 
shipping is necessary to transport 
the surplus Canadian crop to 
Great Britain. Not more than one- 
fifth of the land immediately 
available for production is actu- 
ally producing; therefore there is 
unlimited opportunity for the ex- 
pansion of production. 


Once the war situation reached 
a point at which success depended 
upon food supply, the key to vic- 
tory for the allied nations lay in 
the increase of food production in 
the Canadian prairie west. Of ne- 
cessity the increase of food pro- 
duction depends upon the man- 
power available, At the outbreak 
of war, when the call was made 
for men, the prairie west respond- 
ed as did no other part of Canada, 
except the adjoining province of 
British Columbia. At that time 
there was no question of food sup- 
ply. As time went on, voluntary 
enlistment from the prairie west 
maintained its proportionate lead 
over the rest of Canada, When the 
policy of exemption-conscription 
came into force in the latter part 
of 1917, the conscription part was 
most fuily applied to the prairie 
west and the exemption part was 
most fully applied to Eastern 
Canada. About this time the food 
crisis in Europe developed, so that 
the Food Controllers of Britain, 
the United States and Canada is- 
sued declarations to the effect that 
food was the first essential of 
allied victory, and drastic regula- 
tions for the conservation of food 
were put info force in all three 
countries. Then for some months 
the campaign of food production 
and restriction had right of way, 
with conscription of man-power 
taking second place. 

Suddenly, on April. 19th, the 
Government policy was reversed. 
While still more drastic restric- 
tions on food consumption were 
being enforced, the Government 
jannounced that food production 
must take second place 
scription of man-power, and: the 
new Military Service Act was put 
through parliament in one day, as 
/a rush order, and was at once en- 
iforced. The new act lowered the 
age limit from 20 to 19 years, and 
cancelled all exemptions to men 
between the ages of 19 and 23 in- 
clusive. At the same time the ad- 
ministration of the act with re- 
gard to men from 24 to 34 inelu- 
\sive was drastically altered—at 
any rate so far as the prairie west 
; Was concerned. Men who had 
been given low classification for 
medical reasons were called up for 
re-examination and put into class 

2; and men who had been given 
exemption by the local tribunals 
for other than medical reasons 
were called up for re-hearing by 
special tribunals and were con- 
scripted wholesale. 

Seeding had begun in the prairie 
west under favorable cireum- 
stances, and at an early date. The 
new Military Service Act, and the

compelled to leave their seeding 
half-done and travel hundreds of 
miles to take medical re-examina-

|ted to return to their work had 
|lost days, or possibly weeks that 
|prejudiced the result of their 
whole year’s effort, while those 
who were conscripted were cem- 
| pelled to leave their land unseeded 
or partly seeded, and their moy- 
able property in charge of their 
friends—or if they had no friends, 
to turn their horses and eattle 
loose on the prairie and leave their 
machinery in the fields.

acres—if not millions—that would 
have been newly brought under 
cultivation will remain in a state 
of nature. The difference between 
the amount of production that 
might have been expected had the 
farmers been allowed to remain on 
the land, and the amount that can 
be expected now they have been 
taken from the land, may very 
well mean the difference between 
victory and defeat of the allied 
forces, if the respective Food Con- 
trollers have been telling any mea- 
sure of truth; while itis incon- 
ceivable that the number of men 
taken from the farms under this 
law and procedure can possibly 
have any appreciable effect upon 
the strength of the fighting forces 
in France. 

To every representation made to 
the Government, either in or out 
of Parliament, the reply of the 
Prime Minister, the Minister of 
Militia, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and whoever else spoke on 
behalf of the Government, was

The responsibilty for the con- 
duct of the war rests in largest 
measure upon the shoulders of the 
Government of Great Britain. That 
Government is closest to the scene 
of war, and has most immediately 
at stake on the result. That Gov- 
ernment must of necessity be in 
the best position to judge as to 
the respective need of man-power 
in the batlefield and in the wheat- 
field. A change in the British 
Conscription Law was made at the 
same time as the change in the 
Canadian law, and both followed 
much the same lines. Full particu- 


Conscription Law, taken from 
Lloyd’s Weekly of April 28th, 
were published in the Bulletin of 
Wednesday afternoon and Thurs- 
day morning, May 22nd and 28rd. 
While the Canadian Premier was 
declaring to the House of Com- 
;mons and the country that exemp- 
| tion of men of 19 to 23 could not 
be allowed, even for the sake of 
maintaining or increasing agri- 
;cultural production, the -British 
law, which also withdraws exemp- 
tions already granted to men from 
19 to 23 years of age inclusive, 
still makes provision for exempt- 
ing men of these ages engaged in 
agriculture as follows: 


The exemptions held by men of 19 
to 23, who are in a medical 
category lower than grade 1, 
are continued if their whole 
time is employed on a farm and 
in farm work, 

|Men vf those ages who are in 

medical grade 1, who are highly 

skilled agricultural workers, 
their whole time employed on 

a farm in farm work, who are 

irreplaceable and essential to 

the cultivation of the farm, may, 
on appeal to a tribunal be given 
exemption. 


Nine-tenths of the young men 
who have been taken from farm! 
work in the prairie west would be 
entitled to and would receive ex- 
emption under the British provi- 
sions if the administration were! 
in accordance with the law, as it 
no doubt is in Britain. It is safe 
to say, taking into consideration 
the difference in farm methods, | 
that one man in the prairie west, 
complying® with the conditions 
above set out, would mean more 
actual food production than five 
men in England receiving exemp- 
tion under the same set of condi- 
tions. The fact that the soil of 
the west gives such large yields | 
without fertilization; that it is! 
easily worked ; and that it is work- | 
ed by four, six, ‘or even eight, 
horse-teams, or tractors,handled by | 
one man, instead of a single horse | 
or single team handled by one | 
man, taakes a vast difference in| 
produefion as the result of the ap- 
plication of man-power. If it is 
considered right and necessary in | 


|England to exempt the man who! 


is a skilled farmworker for his | 
whole time, who is irreplaceable | 
and essential to the cultivation of 
the farm, how much more neces- 
sary is it that the farm worker 
under similar conditions in the 
prairie west should be permitted 
to continue his work. It is clear 
that in the British instance the 
exemption is intended to apply to 
hired men, whereas in the prairie | 
west it is the man who owns the | 
land who works it and who is be- 
ing conscripted. Every reason | 
that existed (and they must have 
been serious and valid reasons) 
for agricultural exemptions in 


|lars of the changes in the British | 


|England and Scotland, exists in 
tenfold degree for like exemptions 
in the prairie west. 

Is it to be presumed that the 
Government of Great Britain does 
not know as well as the Govern- 
ment of Canada which is the more 
pressing need—food or men? And 
if the need is men, not food, how 
}ean it be believed that the British 
{Government would make the ex- 
|ceptions that it has so specifically 
and carefully provided for? Under 
isuch circumstances the Canadian 
Government cannot justify its 
jaction in depleting the farms of 
the prairie west of their man 
| power because of greater need 
;of men in the fighting line than of 
food for the men in fighting line 
|as well as for their people at home. 

Emphasizing still more strongly 
|the fact that fighting men are not 

in all cases the most urgent and 
pressing need at this time of stress, 
| the British man-power proclama- 
|tion, in addition to farmers ; makes 
\the following exceptions from the 
cancellation of exemptions:

Two Adjustments, 

Brakes also are classified accord- 
|ing to their mechanical method of 
operation. They may be either in- 
ternal expanding or external con- 
tracting; that is, they may operate 
by outward pressure or by gripping 
inward, 

As we noted ebove, the predominat- 
ing brake equipment on American 
motor cars ig two sets of brakes, both 
acting on steel drums fastened to the 
rear wheels, Generally one set of 
brakes {9 controlled by means of a 
pedal, while the other is hand oper- 
ated by a lever, 

In most braking systems two ad- 
fostments are provided, one at the 

tum and the other somewhere near 
the pedal. A ycke and clevis pin are 
ordinarily uss1, The adjustment is 
very much like the employment of a 
turnbuckle, Simply disconnect the 
yoke, give it a few turns to shorten 
the rod and the adjustment fe done. 
Be sure that when one side is ad- 
Justed the other eide is taken up an 
exactly equal amount, It tg vitally 
important that the brakes on one side 
shall act with the same degree of 
force as those on the other. Unequal 
brake adjustment leadg to skids, 


Collect Dirt, 

The various parts of the braking 
6yetem that are exposed naturaily 
collect dirt nad mud, and they should 
be cleaned as often as possible and 
should be kept well oiled. The pedal 
and the lever should move freely. In 
case the brake rods should be bent, aa 
{s not na uncommon oceurrence, they 
should be straightened at once. Brake 
rods out of alignment cause unequal 
and faulty action, 

Finally, a word itn regard to the 
proper way of operating the brakas. 
They should be applied progressively, 
as it is called. That is, put on, then 
off, then on again, successively, un- 
til the vehicle is brought to an easy 
stop. Harsh application is hard not 
only on the brake bands but on the 
whole mechanism, The railway en- 
gineer applies his brakes in this way, 
and the motor car driver will find the 
example profitable. 

Taking it all in all, the value of the 
brakes is directly in proportion to the 
treatment they receive.

In filling the cooling e@yatem, re- 
member that when cylinders become 
heated the water expands, and that 
sufficient room must be allowed to 
take care of the expansion, 

Do not fill the radiator to the fill- 
ing nozzle. Jf you do the expansion 
will foree'the water out around the 
filler cap and cause {t to run over the 
top of the radiator and bonnet, giving 
them ea dirty appearance, Frequently 
when thie condition prevails, people 
are under the impression that the 
water has boiled over from ever-heat- 
ing, when, as a mater of fact, it {is 
simply the regult of not allowing for 
the water's expansion, which, of 
course, always takes place when the 
cylinders become heated, 

Put in only enough water to bring 
the level to an inch or an Inch and a 
half above the top of the radiator 
tubes; this will ¢ive ample room 
for expansion, Care in connection 
with this deta!] will have consider. 
able annoyance, 

When mud hag been splashed upen 
the radiator and become caked on 
the tubes, or fille up the cells, it 
should be washed off with hose and 
water until the radiator is clean, 
If thie ie neglected radiation ts de- 
feated, the water will boll and run 
out of the system and the motor oan- 
not be expected to pérform satisfac. 
torily, Be careful net to get water 
on pluge, wires, of magneto, while 
using the hose, 

When the water becomes rusty, 
or dirty, flush out the coaling system 
through the radiator filler and pet 
eock on water Bare by pouring 
water from an ordinary garden hose 
into the radiator filler, 


NO PROBLEM FOR THEM,

SOIL DRIFTS 
PREVENTED BY 
GREEN MANURE 


Remedy Suggested by Wm. Mor- 
gan Serves Double 


Purpose 


Difficulty on account of the drifting | 
grain fields is ex-/ 
perienced by farmers in certain parts | 


of the soll of the 


of the prairies of Western Canada. As 
a suggested sojution of the problem, 
the following has been contributed by 
Wm. Morgan, of Cairns, Alta., one of 
those types of successful farmers who, 
when there is a difficulty, seeks a rem- 
edy. His remedy aiso adds fertility 
to the soil with the green manure, 

Mr. Morgan says: 

“We have been very forcibly re- 
minded again this spring of Canada’s 
drifting soil problem. There are few 
problems but what man can solve, if 
he definitely lays his mind to it, and 
this: is one that will have to be gone 
irito, 

“Some facts are plain. Summer- 
fallows drift the worst. Land that 
had a crop the previous year suffers 
little in comparison, no matter whe- 
ther plowed in the fall or the spring. 
If plowed-early in the fall the surface 
soil seems to be as loose and tender as 
that of the summer-fallow, yet it 
blows little, 
there ig noticed a good deal of fibre 
roots of the last year’s crop in this, 
while in summer-fallow there is lit- 
tle or no fibre, Would this have any 
effect in preventing what was stubble 
plowing, being less liable to draft? I 
am inclined to think {t does. Anoth- 
er thing is clear, where the original 
fibre of the natural prairie grass is 
decayed the soil drifts worse. 

“With these facts before us, let me 
Ppropound an idea. Consider it. Cri- 
ticize it. Condemn it, if you will, but 
let someone solve the problem. 

_ “Sow the land to be fallowed the 
first thing in the spring with rape 
seed sown broadcast. This may be 
done with a light grass seed broad- 
cast machine; no heavier to draw 
than a huggy. Follow this with the 
disc to cover the seed sown, and lIike- 
wise all weed seeds lying on the sur- 
face, and cultivate the land after in 
the usual way meantime. In June a 
crop of rape would be plowed in as 
green manure, and the roots would be 
fibre left in the soil. 

__ “Some one may say that is no new 
idea, Green manuring has _ been 
known and practiced for centuries 
very successfully, To that I say, that 
i so, and the more reason why it 
should be practiced here.

“By such a simple system the farm- 
er can deal with two problems with 
little additional labor, and at not a 
heavy cost for seed or machinery.

Other plants might serve the same 
Purpose, such as millet, but I have 
not tested it, and do not know its Sy8- 
tem of roots very intimately.”

Conditions of Hail Insurance For 


The following expianation of the 
conditions of hail insurance in Alberta 
for this season are furnished by W. J. 


| Walker, president of the Great North 
| Insurance Co,, and who {s also a mom- 
| ber of the executive board of the 
Nis Wass Hail Underwriters’ associa- 

n: 

The hail conditions for this season 
are to @ great extent the same as those 
used last year by the companies oper- 
ating in this province, but last year 
{nsurance commissioners of the three 
prairie provinces had decided to adopt 
the conditions as used in Saskatche- 
wan. Alberta failed to make it statu- 
tory, and as a result they were merely 
a& matter of contract between the com- 
panies and the assured. At the last 
session of the Alberta house, statutory 
conditions were adopted, 

The changes made consisted of an 
arbitration clause in the event of dis- 
pute as to the amount of damage; 
each party to select an arbitrator; 
they failing to agree should secure a 
third party, and if they cannot agree 
on the third, the judge of the district 
court shall make the eelection, and 
his decision shal! be final. 

The act provides that the agent 
must forward by registered mall, to 
the company at their head or provin- 
cial office, all applications not later 
than twenty-four hours after they re- 
ceive same, The insurance does not 
take effect until accepted at the head 
office or provincial office, If the ap- 
plication is declined, the applicant 
shall be so notifiod within forty-eight 
hours, 

The basic rate throughout the proy- 
ince is 9 per cent. In the surcharge 
districts the rate is 10 per cent. Some
